To amend the Laws relating to tlie Duties on 
Auctions, in Ireland. 



dE IX (£ St ^ an Act was passctl in llio fifty-fourth year of tlie 
reign of his laic Majesty King George, the Tliird, inlitule.il, 
“ An Act to grant to his Majesty Duties upon Auctions in Ireland, in 
“ lieu of former Duties tliercon, and to provide for the regulating and 
5 “ securing the collection of the said Duties, and to prevent Frauds 

“ therein;” and by a Schedule annexed i*) Uic said Act, it is provided, 
that on the sale by auction of certain articles in tlic said Schedule 
mentioned, no Duty shall be juiyablc, and that nothing contained in the 
said Act shall extend or be construed to extend to prevent any person 
1 0 whatever from acting as an Auctioneer in any of the Sales tlicreinbcforc 
exempted from payment of the duty on Auctions, and that no person 
so acting as an Auctioneer at any such sale shall be required to take 
out any licence for so doing, nor shall any such person be liable to any 
penalty under the said Act in respect of any such Sale, nor on account 
15 of .such person not having taken out a licence pursuant to the directions 
of the said Act : 

And whereas by an Act made in the .sixth year of the reign of His 
present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act to repeal several Duties payable 
“ on Excise Licences in Great Britain and Ireland, and to impo.se 
20 “ other Duties in lieu thereof, and to amend the Laws for granting 
“ Excise Licences,” it i.s among other things enacted, that every person 
exercising or carrying on the trade or business of an Auctioneer, or 
selling any goods or chattels, lands tenements or hereditaments by- 
auction, who shall exercise or carry on such trade or business without 
taking out such Licence as is by the said Act in that behalf required, 
shall forfeit and lose the sum of One hundred Pounds : 
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AND whereas doubts have arisen how far the provision contained 
in the Schedule to the said first recited Act annexed, is affected by the 
said last recited Act; it SDrcIai'cb CiuQ Q^iiiirteb by the 

KING’smost Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Par- 
liament assembled, and by the authority of the same, THAT nolhiinr 
contained in the said recited Act of the sixth year of His present Majesty’s 
reign, shall extend or be construed to extend to prevent any person 
M’hatever from acting as an Auctioneer in any of the Sales referred to 
by the said hereinbefore recited proviso contained in the Schedule to the i 
said recited Act of the fifty-fourth year of Iiis late Majesty’s reign ; 
and that no person so acting as Auctioneer at any such Sale, shall be 
required to take out any Licence for so doing, nor shall any such 
person be liable to any penalty under the said Act of the sixth year of 
His present Majesty’s reign in respect of any such Sale, nor on account ’ 
of such person not having taken out a Licence, pursuant to the directions 
of the said last-recited Act ; any thing in the said last-recited Act to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 
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
